There was a steady stream of book hold- | 
ers pouring into the Five Cents Savings 

Bank last Saturday afternoon, and a good

lar and quiet way for which the Bank is | 
noted. The Treasurer, Mr. James N. Dow, 
appeared quite at his ease, carefully exam- 
ined each book offered for settlement, and 
after properly adjusting the matter, made 
out a check on the First National Bank for 
the amount due, and the holder went across 
the street and drew the money. The Bank 
did a fair business at receiving deposits, 
about the usual number appearing for the 
purpose of depositing, apparently not at all 
disturbed by the anxiety of others to draw 
out. About $10,000 was paid ont. 

On Monday the number of drafts on the 
bank was considerably less. A few went 
quietly in and drew out their money, and 
then wondered where they should put it. 
The Bank paid out about $6,000, 

On Tuesday evening the Trustees had a 
meeting and a thorough examination of the 
affairs was had. It was shown that the Bank 
had a surplus of $18,000, and about $5000 
would be due the present week from stock 
dividends. The sentiment of the meeting 
was in favor of continuing business as usual 
on Wednesday, and paying all who called, 
The Treasurer was instructed to lay the case

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THE LATE EDGAR MARCHANT. 


Edgar Marchant, at one time proprietor of 
this paper, died in South Boston, at the resi- 
dence of his son-in-law, Mr. Frank Flint, on 
Monday, in his 64th year. Mr. Marchant 
was born in Edgartown, Martha’s Vineyard, 
May 2, 1814. He learned the 
Ellsworth and Bangor, Me., at the age of 21 
printer in Gloucester, and after working in

he commenced business as one of the propri- 
etors of the Gloucester Telegraph. He after- 
wards removed to Boston, and purchased an 
interest in the 7’rareler, then a weekly pa- 
per. In 1842 he severed his connection with 
that paper, and started the Daily Circular, 
which, after a short run failed, causing him

York, and for a number of years was con- 
nected in various capacities with the journals 
of that city. In 1846 he went to Edgartown,

In September, 1864, the proprietor of the Wo- 
burn Townsman sold his subscription list to 
Mr. Marchant, and during the rest of Mr. 
Marchant’s connection with the paper, it was 
called Middlesex Journal & Woburn Towns- 
In August, 1867, he sold the Journal to 
J. M.Cooms, and bought the Abington Stand- 
ard. In March, 1868, Mr. Marchant bought 
back the Journal, which under Mr. Cooms’s 
administration had assumed the middle name 
of ‘* County,” and continued to edit it until 
Oct. 8, 1868, he sold out to H. C. 
Gray. Foratime Mr. Marchant took a recess 
from journalism, but in January, 1871, in 
connection with Mark Allen, he published 
two nuthbers of the Woburn Advertiser, and 
thensoldout to his partner. Mr. Marchant’s 
next venture was the Norfolk County Reg- 
ister, published at Randolph, which he soon

sold, and returning to Edgartown, repur- 
chased the Vineyard Gazette, Oct. 1, 1872, 
and run it for five years, when, his health 
failing, he sold it to his nephew, Charles B.

To answer the questions of what the Bank 
can and cannot do, we give below the decree 
of the Court in relation to it, issued last 
week. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACIIUSETTS. 
Supreme Jupicran Court 1x Equity. 
Ix Cuampens at Boston, 
January 17th, 1878. 

SUFFOLK, 

Commonwealth by Com. of Savings Banks. 
vs. 
Woburn Five Cents Savings Bank.

This cause came on to be heard, and upon 
consideration thereof, on the motion of the 
respondent the petitioners consenting thereto, 
it is ordered, adjudged, and decreed by the 
Court that the injunction heretofore issued 
in this cause, be and the same is hereby so 
frr modified that the respondent bank shall 
have authority to do the following acts in ad- 
dition to those authorized by the first order 
and decree in this cause. 

1. ‘To bring suits and do all other things 
necessary to collect moneys or property due 
or belonging to said bank. 

2. To invest any moneys which it may 
from time to time have on hand in the se 
curities specified in the second (2d) clause 
of section nine of chapter two hundred and | 
three (208) of the Acts of the year 1876. 

3. ‘To take possession of any real estate 
on which it holds a mortgage, for breach of 
condition and for foreclosure, and to proceed | 
with such foreclosure with the same powers 
and effect, as if said injunction had not been 
issued. 

4. To purchase any real estate which it 
may sell in the foreclosure of any mortgage, 
whenever the power of sale in the mortgage 
permits such purchase. 

To invest the proceeds ‘of any fore- 
closure sale of real estate in a mortgage or 
mortgages of the real estate so sold, in con- 
formity with chapter two hundred and three | 
(203) of the Acts of the year 1876. 

6. ‘To selland convey any property which | 
it may hold by foreclosure or release of the 
equity of redemption by the owners thereof, 
provided however that thejterms of the sale | 
be first approved in writing by the Board of | 
Commissioners of Savings Banks. 

7. ‘To pay taxes on property held by the 
bank in fee or in mortgage, and to purchase 
and extinguish any tax title when it deems. 
it necessary for the protection of its prop- 
erty, and to do any and all other acts and | 
things which it may deem necessary for the 
Management, care, and preservation of its 
property, and the conducting of its business, 
pursuant to the decrees of this Court. 

And it is further ordered and decreed that 
said bank shall reportits action and standing | 
from time to time as the Court shall direct, | 
and that this cause is to stand for further 
hearing and order of the court.

Cone and Private Murphy, of the United 
States Signal Corps, started for the moun 
tain station soon after 9 o'clock, with the in- 
tention of making the descent on the track | 
of the railroad with a sled so constructed as | 
to have the runners slide on the ties at equal | 
distances from the centre or cog-track, the | 
outside timbers in position guiding the run- 
ners of the sled. After sliding for nearly a 
mile, without any apparent danger, at a 
speed of fifteen miles an hour, the party | 
came to the flat above the steep grade known 
as ‘* Jacob's Ladder,” and stopped, it being 
thought advisable to lighten the load and 
leave the management of the sled to Ser- 
geant Cone. After strapping on alight 
trunk and adjusting the sled to the track, | 
the sergeant started, On crossing the sum- 
mit, the sled going at the rate of some twen- 
ty miles an hour, the grade being one foot in | 
three, so sudden was the change of moment- | 
um from 20 to about 40 miles an hour, that} 
the sergeant lost his balance and was thrown 
from the track a distance of 100 feet, the 
trestle work at the point being some 20 feet 
high. In falling, the eant struck upon | 
his head and shoulders, and when found by 
Private Murphy was insensible and appar- 
ently dead. Murphy, being alone, and some 
one and three-quarter miles from the base of 
the mountain, laid the sergeant on his fur 
coat and hastened to the base for assistance. 
After telegraphing to Littleton for medical 
aid, he returned, after an absence of two 
and a half hours, with three surgeons. He 
found Cone yet unconscious. Making a 
stretcher from small saplings, the party car- 
ried the sergeant to the Fabyan House, where 
with the assistance of Dr. Moffet, of Little- 
ton and B. W. Kilburn, Cone was fully re- 
suscitated and his wounds dressed. His 
face, head and shoulder were severely in- 
jured, though internally no injury is thought 
to exist. He was taken to Littleton, where 
he will remain till able to return to Wash- 
ington, whither he was bound for treatment 
for neuralgia.

Tne SensitiveNess or Grnivs.—When |} 
Raphael enjoyed at Rome the reputation of 
being the mightiest living master of the 
graphic art, the Bolognese preferred their 
countrymen, Francisco Francia,who had long 
dwelt among them, and was of eminent tal- 
ent. ‘The two artists had never met, nor 
had one seen the works of the other. Buta 
friendly correspondence existed between 
them. The desire of Francia to see some of 
the works of Raphael, of whom he ever heard 
more and more in praise, was extreme; but 
advanced years prevented him from encoun- 
tering the fatigues and dangers of a journey 
to Rome. A circumstance at last occurred, 
that gave him without that trouble, the op- 
portunity of seeing what he had so long de- 
sired. Raphael, having painted a picture of 
St. Cecilia, to be placed in a chapel at Bo- | 
logna, wrote to Francia, requesting him to | 
see it put up, and even to correct any de- 
fects he might see in it. As soon as Francia | 
took the picture from its case, and put itina 
proper light for viewing it, he was struck 
with admiration and wonder, and felt pain- | 
fully how much he was Raphael's inferior. | 
The picture, was, indeed, 
that ever came from Raphael's pencil, but it 
was only so much more a source of grief to 
the unhappy Francia. He assisted, as de- 
sired, in placing it in the situation for which 
it was intended, but never after had he u 
happy hour. In one moment he had seen all 
that he had ever done, all that had once been 
so much admired, thrown quite in the shade. 
He was too old to entertain any hope by re- 
newed efforts, of coming up to the excellence 
of Raphael, or even approaching it. Struck 
to the heart with grief and despair, he took | 
to his bed, from which he never rose again. 
He was insensible to all consolation, and in 
a few days, the victim of a sublime melan- 
choly, he died, in his sixty-eighth year,—

Fasr ‘Time.—On the 17th inst, Mr. Dunn, 
of the firm of H. B. Claflin & Co., of New 
York, whose wife was lying at the point of 
death at Manitou, Colorado, telegraphed to 
Topeka, Kansas, for a special train over 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Rail- 
road to Pueblo, ahead of the regular train. 
A locomotive and sleeping car were placed 
at his disposal, and as rapid travelling was a 
necessity, the run was made in remarkably | 
quick time. The distance is 568 miles, and | 
the train was rushed through in sixteen 
hours and twenty-five minutes, which was 
an average speed, including all stops, of 
thirty-four and a half miles per hour, For | 
anew Western road this is rather an extra- | 
ordinary run, and indicates an excellent con- 
dition of the track and rolling stock.

Dispensing with Desks.—Another Brit- 
ish fashion, which there is talk about intro- 
ducing into the House of Representstatives 
every few years, is the banishment of desks, 
and the substitution of benches for chairs.

watch with eager interest, as the hands of 
the clock approach the hour for recess ; or to 
romp and whoop when the day is over. 

But while we thus roam at noon over the 
fields where our feet once brushed the morn- 
ing dew, we cannot forget that life’s more 
serious work began to dawn upon us here. 
It was here on the edge of life’s stream, that 
we first felt the moving of the waters which 
told us of the mighty current that would soon 
carry us out, whether we would or no, into 
the broadening duties of life’s riper years.

that does not profit is worth nothing. It is 
strange that any one should ever shrink 
from applying this standard. It was the 


Master’s rule, ‘‘ If it bear fruit, well; but if 
not, then after that thou shalt cut i, down.” 
Build a railroad, constructa telegraph, erect 
a school-house, rear a pulpit even, and ere 
you gain your reward, the stern judgmentof 
experience must be passed on the utility of 
your work. ‘The scholars’ occupation is no 
exception to this rule. Learn a new science, 
master a language, solve a problem, and the 
great world has this question to ask :-—*' Are 


you for that any better able to aid us in our | 


struggle for daily bread, or point us where to 
plant our feet more securely as we stumble 
through darkness back to God!” 

The scholar who merely hives in his study, 
and brings forth from the mine of truth no 
golden sands to be coined for the use of his 
fellow-men, though he understand all knowl- 
edge, and be able to explain all mysteries, 
and speaks with the tongue of angels, is still 
nothing but sounding brass, or a tinkling 
eymbal. 

Better be the poor London cobbler who 
gathered his little school of ragged street 
boys, and taught them out of his little stock 
of knowledge, while he worked away at his 
bench, that he might at least lift them so far 
out of their degradation, and over whose 
grave those pupils wept their benediction,— 
better, I say, be the London cobbler, with 
his record of loving labor, than the most 
transcendant genius who glitters only to be 
admired; who dies perhaps amid the envy 
of thousands, and the grateful tears of no- 
body. Legislator, lawyer, physician, pastor, 
teacher, whatever professional name the 
scholar bears, or whether he bears none, his 
work, or hers will be the same. We shall 
always find a fellowship of hearts to keep 
and cultivate; and there will always be prin- 
ciples to maintain, immortal truths to instil, 
wrongs to right and tears to dry. It would 
be well tor us all, and especially for younger 
scholars, to remember that no man ever won 
the public ear for any length of time, or ever 
stirred a pulse of the great human heart, 
whose voice was not the echo of a noble and 
intense inspiration,

Among the results of the 
storm, there were no accidents of a serious 
nature in the city or vicinity, though there 
were several shipwrecks on the coast and 
some loss of life. A large Newfoundland 
dog was smothered to death in a drift in 
Charlestown; several persons were picked 
out of the snow in an unconscious condition, 
but recovered; hacks were frequently stuck 
in the snow and the horses had to be dug 
out; horse-cars were to be seen here and 
there on the streets where they had been 
abandoned, and there were many frost-bit- 
ten noses and ears. In one of the public 
schools in Somerville, the children found 
themselves besieged in the school-house, 
and the teachers not daring to let them at- 
tempt to reach their homes, billeted them on 
the residents in the vicinity. In some of the 
Boston schools the children were caught by 
the storm and got to their homes with great 
difficulty, the police in many cases assisting 
them. Not withstanding the severity of the 
weather and the bad condition of the streets, 
the amusements of the evening were com 
paratively well patronized, probably owing 
to the fact of so many suburbans being kept 
in town. Friday morning the city had al- 


most a deserted appearance. Pedestrians 


were few, vehicles were not to be seen at 
all, and there was a complete cessation ot 
business. The storm ceased during th 
forenoon, and later in the day the knights 
of the shovel had succeeded in making loco- 
motion measurably comfortable. The steam 
railroads did not get in good condition again 
until Saturday or Sunday. Another storin, 
which began at 10 o'clock on Sunday night, 
made matters as bad as before for them, and 
also caused additional loss of life and prop- 
erty by shipwreck on the coast. During 
this storm one of the East Boston ferry boats 
was caught in the ice in the harbor and de- 
tained three-quarters of an hour. One

At the time of its occurrence the storm of 
1867 was compared with that of 1857, and 
one of the differences noted, was, that while 
in the earlier storm there was a greater full 
of snow, the later one was marked by more 
severe drifting.

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Good Bye Civil Service Reform, 
For the greatest amount of promise, and 
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the least of fulfilment, commend us to Pres- 
ident Hayes, When the Presidency was in 
doubt, he remarked that he did not cart 
about himself, but his heart bled for the poor 
blacks, and the Republicans in the South, 
whose condition would be bad under Tilden 
It is needless to refer to the way he ha: 
cared for them since his inauguration. Upon 
his entrance to the White House, a distant 
relative of Mrs. Hayes solicited an appoint- 
ment to a pecty office, but the very fact of 
his remote consanguinity was a bar to his 
preferment, and the poor man was refused. 
In the light of more recent events, it is not 
improbable that should this needy cousin re- 
new his request, it would not be unheeded. 
The bestowal of an office as a reward for par- 
tisan services, the President, one year ago, 
regarded us little short of a crime, and if 
some prophet had predicted the change that 
has since come over him, he would doubt- 
less have expressed himself as did the an- 
cient king, ‘‘Is thy servant a dog that he 
should do this thing?” He promised peace 
atthe South, and the South is peace, but 
peace could have been secured in the same 
way in 1861, and much life and treasure been 
saved thereby. The spirit of his letter of 
acceptance was opposed to political traflic, 
and yet the best indication of the President's 
mind on the subject of partisan trade is his 
action in Louisiana. But his inconsistencies 
assume the greatest proportions when we 
come to examine his practice on civil service 
reform. There could be no better policy 
than that which he laid down, in his accept- 
ance and in his inaugural. There has never 
been any worse in practice, for no President 
has so illustrated his gratitude— which a 
witty writer has said is a profound regard 
for benefits to come—as well as his obliga- 
tion to those’ who have aided him, as has 
President Ilayes. This civil service busi- 
ness was the strong hold of the Administra- 
tion, Its reform and purification was to be the 
great mission of its life, outside of its routine 
duty. Good men were to be retained in of- 
fice so long as they continued good. The 
rule of the Fathers was to be applied, which 
was that they neither expec tel nor desired 
from public officers any part sin service. ‘To 
use the President's words, ** They meant the 
officer should be secure in his tenure so long 
as his personal character remained untar- 
nished, and the performance of his duties 
satisfactory.” The most careless reader of 
the newspapers of the day, need not be told 
how these high-sounding words have been 
disregarded. 

The President has this week added the 
crowning point to his pyramid of incon- 
sistencies by refusing to re-appoint W. A. 
Simmons, Collector of Boston. For four 
years Mr. Simmons has administered the 
affairs of the Custom House with an ability 
never exceeded by his predecessors, and in 
such a way as to draw from the Secretary of 
the Treasury the statement that his was the 
“model Custom House of the country.” 
Following the customs that have long pre- 
vailed, Mr. took part in the 
politics of the State, and with his numer-

The teacher, 
in too many instances, converts his platform 
into a throne. The school is governed by an 


absolute monarehy. Neither the parent nor

If the pupil is 
abused, or his mind over-taxed, there must 


he no interference ; the teacher is king; and 
the public, who support him with their taxes, 
have no right to interfere with his method of 
instruction.

Nothing of any note appears to have brok 


en the monotony of town, until the civil war 


between King Charles and people. Woburn 
espoused the cause of Parliament against the 
King's oppression. Woburn men atmed, 
and declared themselves for the people, and 
their resistance to Royal imposition was con- 
sidered important enough to meet with Royal 
punishment, for in 1642 the King directed 
his forces against the town, and it was partly 
burnt down by them. ‘Two years after this, 
Charles, at the head of his army, marched 
through the town, and again in the following 
year, when he slept at Woburn Abbey, the 
Earl of Bedford's seat. It was probably 
their loyalty to the outraged constitutions of 
the land, loyalty stigmatized as rebellion, 
which caused so many Bedfordshire men to 
fly from the hand df oppression, and seek an 
asylum in New England.

ested in the articlo in your last week's issue, 
on the Woburn Post Office, and it occurred 
to me that a short letter about the ‘ Dead 
Letter” office, the tomb of deceased mails 
(no ladies need apply), might be of interest 
to your reader. As all know, this is the re- 
ceptacle for almost all mail matter that 
through any cause, fails to reach the in- 
tended destination, though the immense 
quantity of such matter that reaches the office 
will surprise many. This office has in its pos- 
years 1777 to 1788, 
eleven years, and it is all on a few sheets of 
paper of ordinary size, It is supposed to be 
in the handwriting of Benj. Franklin, and is 
quite a curious, as well as a valuable docu- 
ment. During the last fiscal year (from 
June 30, 1876 to June 30, 1877), 3,288,290 
distinct and separate letters, packages &c., 
found a resting place here, an average of 
10,500 per working day. Of this number 
about 2,600,000 were ‘ ordinary dead adver- 
tised;” about 400,000 were what are termed 
‘‘unmailable,” that is, no postage paid, of 
which there were over 800,000 containing 
matter not allowed to pass through the mails. 
About 2000 imperfect address, such as‘ Jno. 
Smith. Mass.” (no town,) or ‘* Mary Jones, 
Middlesex Co. (no town or State), &c., over 
6,700, and over 7,000 on which there was no 
address whatever.

Of foreign correspond- 
was nearly 190,000, and of pack- 
ages containing merchandise &c., about 36,- 
000, Of the more than 3,000,000 received, 
owners were found for 413,000 without the 
letters being opened, which were accord- 
ingly delivered. About one-half of that 
number consisted of the ‘‘ held for postage ” 
letters, the necessary postage being collected 
from the addresses, and the letters forward- 
ed. The balance consists principally of the 
foreign letters, which are in all cases re 
turned to the country of mailing. Of che 
mail opened, 24,500 contained money, ag- 
gregate $40,062.41, of which amount about 
$38,000.00 was delivered to the original own- 
ers; over 12,000 contained commercial pa- 
per (drafts, checks, money orders &c.,) 
amounting to over $3,000,000, of which sum 
owners for over $1,200,000 were found. The 
balance contained photographs, 27,000, post- 
age stamps 38,000, receipts, street car tick- 
ets &c., 23,000, and about 2,700,000 con- 
tained nothing of value. The property re- 
ceived is a curious anomaly of articles, from 
diamonds, watches and. valuable jewelry to 
hoopskirts, umbrellas, patent medicines, 
warranted to cure (or kill), and all imagin- 
able articles. About four years since a sin- 
gle draft for $1,000,000 came to this ottice, 
but fortune favored the owner, and it was 
safely restored to him.

The Town Warrant will be found in 
another column, and contains 26° articles. 
The usual matters are presented in the first 
eleven articles, and then follow two articles 
relating to overpaid taxes. Art. 14 was i.- 
serted at the instance of Stephen Nichols 
and seven other citizens of North Wobura, 
and what they propose or desire to do will 
probably be developed atthe meeting. Ait. 
15 asks for an appropriation of $412 to pay 
land damages on Lexington street. We 
have no doubt the Town will vote the sun 
called for in this article, but the Highway 
Surveyors ought not to submit to the chance 
of a popular vote, what belongs to a citizen 
by right.

OUR EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM, 


The assertion has recently been made that | 


itis the duty ofthe State only to provide 


primary education in our publie schools, and 


the right to appropriate public funds to main 


| tain we condary schools, high schools, techni 


cal schools, academies, colleges and univer 


sities is denied. If ths proposition were 


true and acted upon, it may readily be seen 


what would be the consequences. There 


would soon be created a monopoly and caste 
in education similar to that in the English 
schools, Eton and Rugby. Selfish universi- 
ties would feed on the preparatory schools, 
and soon would claim that they alone should 
| supply the demand for educated men. Uni 


versities are seeking now for legislation in 


their favor, and thus by monopoly in educa- 


tion, they seek to gain for their graduates 


that which they should earn only by fait 
competition 
The. Hon. P. Emery Aldrich, in his ad 


dress before the Massachusetts State Teach- 


ers’ Association, said, that the * builders of 
the Republic,” her statesmen and patriots, 
intended that there should be not merely the 


education “of the children of the rieh and 


noble, but of every rank and class of peopl 


down to the lowest and poorest.” The 


monwealth ” of Milton, the ‘* partnership in 
perfection ” of Burke, the ‘* State "of Lie- 
| ber, contemplated the same ideals as the 
“Christian State” of John Winthrop and 


Samuel Adams. Says Madison, ‘ No error 


is more certain than the one proceeding from 


a hasty and superficial view of the subject 


that the people at large have no interest in 
the establishment of academies, colleges and 


universities.” It is better for the poorer 


classes to have the aid of the richer by a gen- 


eral tax of property, than that every parent 
should provide at his own expense for the 


education of his children, ‘* The rich man, 


when contributing to a plan for the educa- 
tion of the poor, ought to reflect that he is 


providing for his own descendants, and th 
poor man, who concurs in a provision for 


those who are not poor, that at no distant 


day it may be enjoyed by descendants from 


himself.” 
Thomas Jefferson prepared a bill for th 


| Legislature of Virginia, advocating a system 
| of common schools, and also the establish 
ment of ten colleges, one for each district in 
the State, and afterwards partially realized 
his hopes by founding the University of Vir- 


ginia. The record of Massachusetts is at 
tested by her constitution and laws. Thi 


philanthropy of her early patriots has been 
}equalled by the zeal of Horace Mann and 


Louis Agassiz. Ilistory clearly shows that 
the founders of the Republic intended that 


education should be the equal privilege and 
right of all, general and not local, demo- 
cratic and not exclusive. The people in this 
} country should tolerate no monopoly in ek 
ucation. Itis contrary to the genius of our 


institutions.
